2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Steffensmeler(6,373,478) teaches an LCD display having a first capacitor(102) 
and second capacitor(104) for alternatively charging video signals(see figure 3 and 
column 4, lines 13-46). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
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None of the cited references teach an LED display device comprising data 
voltage derived based on column resistance correction data(352) and a driver(300) 
having at least two capacitors, wherein the first capacitor(320) is charged to a first 
voltage to drive a current across an organic light emitting diode(412) in a first row of a 
video display, and a second capacitor(324) is charged to a second voltage to drive 
current across an organic light emitting diode(412) in a second row of the video 
display(see figures 3 and 4), with all other limitations cited in claims 1,11.15 and 18.
